REVISED AGREEMENT WITH THE PHILIPPINES 


The President on October 26, 1955 proclaimed the revised agreement with tne rnilip- 
pines regarding trade and related matters. The revised agreement which was signed on 
september 6, 1955 will enter into force on January 1, 1956. 


PASSPORT REQUIREMENTS TO SOVIET BLOC REVISED 


The Secretary of State announced in Geneva that United States passports will hence- 
forth mot require special validation for travel to the following countries in the European 
Soviet bloc: Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Rumania, and the Union of Soviet Secialist 
Republics. Instead of the previous endorsement necessitating special validation for travel 
in those areas passports will now carry the following stamp: 

“This passport is not valid for travel to the following areas under control of authori- 
ties with which the United States does not have diplomatic relations: Albania, Bulgaria, 
and those portions of China, Korea and Viet-Nam under Communist control.”

“O NLY A FOOL or a very brave man would stay in the importing business after 


This was the reaction of one substantial and long-established importer 
upon hearing the decision of the U. S. Tariff Commission in the cast iron soil pipe 
case last October 27. Many have echoed his statement since, as the implications of 
that far-reaching decision have become clear. 

The soil pipe decision was rendered under the antiquated Anti-Dumping Act, 
whose origins go back to the almost forgotten trade era of the depression that 


followed World War I. Because the 1921 
statute has been little used in recent dec- 
ades, most importers have ignored its po- 
tentialities for disaster. In recent years, 
the problem of “protection” and restric- 
tions on our world trade has_ been 
concentrated in such legislation as the 
Buy American Act, import quotas, and 
particularly the “escape clause.” 

But, as Congress was told last month 
by Professor Jacob Viner, foremost Amer- 
ican economist on international trade, the 
present administration of the Anti-Dump- 
ing Act “will make the ‘escape clause’ look 
like small potatoes.” 

Why is it that this law poses such a 
threat to U. S. importers engaged in 
legitimate trade, when its original pur- 
pose was to punish foreign cartels for 
attempting to throttle U. S. industries? 
The answer lies in the inescapable fact 
that the Anti-Dumpine Act is not being 
used today to prevent “dumping” as Con- 
gress intended. Instead, it is now being 
revived as a new and threatening weapon 
in the hands of those who would make 
imports the scapegoat for any domestic 
economic problem. 

Today, in effect, the anti-dumping law 
makes it illegal for U. S. businessmen. to 
vo bargain-hunting in international trade. 
It penalizes low prices. It prohibits sales 
which are normal and fair in the local 
market. It finds injury in an industry 


enjoying unprecedented prosperity. And 
it punishes U. S. businessmen for some- 
thing they cannot control and often can- 
not even know. 

In the most recent misapplication of 
the Act. for examnle. imports of cast iron 
soil pipe were sold in the U. 


S. market 


for the highest price that market would 
pay. There was no artificial lowering of 
prices to “corner” the market or destroy 
the domestic industry. Yet the Treasury 
Department ruled that these imports were 
coming in at a “dumping” price. 

And when the effect of these imports 
was considered by the Tariff Commission, 
a majority of that body ruled that the 
U.S. industry was being injured, although 
the industry had enjoyed a consistent 
year-by-year increase in production, sales, 
prices, and profits, and last year sold 25,- 
000% more soil pipe than all the imports 
involved. In addition, the Commission 
ruled that 6 producers located in a par- 
ticular area constituted an “industry” to 
themselves, although the cast iron soil 
pipe industry in the United States in- 
cludes more than 60 producers scattered 
across the nation. This unique theory of 
“geographical segmentation” means that 
any prospering industry can demand re- 
lief under the “injury test” if it has one 
or more marginal producers in one area 
unable to match the high profit level of 
the industry as a whole. 

Under these tests, there are few im- 
ports that could not be subjected to the 
penalty of a dumping order. This is a 
far cry from the original purpose of the 
Anti-Dumping Act. 

It is primarily to encourage a return 
to the original—and worthy—objective of 
this statute that a group of importers and 
other interested peonle recently formed 
the National Anti-Dumping Committee, 
Ine. With headquarters in Washington. 
this non-profit Committee is made up of 
world traders from all parts of the United

States. Membership is restricted to busi- 
nesses or individuals of American nation- 
ality, although non-citizens interested in 
the problem are invited and encouraged 
to subscribe to the various publications 
being prepared by the Committee staff. 

The very real fears generated by the 
recent decisions under the law, plus the 
cooperation of such outstanding trade or- 
ganizations as the National Council of 
American Importers, have given the new 
Anti-Dumping Committee an unusual im- 
petus in its early organizational stages. 
Further impetus has been provided, also, 
by the persistent reports that some of the 
high-tariff groups are planning to ask 
Congress next year for an even tighter 
anti-dumping law—for example, by elimi- 
nating the “injury test” entirely. 

Because of the growing interest in the 
problem of anti-dumping policy and its 
broad base of membership, the new Com- 
mittee has been able to inaugurate an 
ambitious program of education and ac- 
tion without unduly taxing the facilities 
or resources of its members. Through pub- 
lished reports, newsletters, speeches, testi- 
mony, and personal contact with appro- 
priate officials, the Committee will take 
all steps designed to achieve the objec- 
tives of its members, either administra- 
tively within the framework of the exist- 
ing law, or, if necessary, by legislative 
action. 

The general objectives of the National 
Anti-Dumping Committee are: 

1. More effective and more equitable 
administration of the Anti-Dumping Act 
of 1921 in the prevention of predatory 
dumping, without imposing unnecessary 
restrictions on the foreign trade of the 
United States or undue hardships on U. S. 
importers and consumers. 

2. Restoration of the original and 
worthy purpose of the Anti-Dumping Act, 
which was not to penalize all low prices 
but to prohibit industrially destructive 
unfair trade practices. 

Some of the more specific objectives of 
the Committee, along with examples of 
the inequities at which these objectives 
are aimed, include proposals for the adop- 
tion of procedures that would: 

3. Permit normal trade to continue dur- 
ing the period of an anti-dumping inves- 
tigation. Under present procedures, all 
appraisements are withheld from the time 
of the first suspicion or complaint of 
dumping, and for 120 days prior to that 
date. During the entire investigation, 
which may run 2 years or more, the im- 
porter has no way of determining what 
his costs are or what sort of retroactive

Virginia State Ports: William Joseph 
Murray, who was the New York representa- 
tive of the Virginia State Ports Authority, 
has been promoted to manager of the 
North-East Area for the Ports Authority, 
according to an announcement by Admiral 
David H. Clark, executive director of the 
Authority.

TUNG OIL—NO INVESTIGATION 

The President announced that he would net request the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion to investigate, pursuant to Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended, 
the advisability of imposing an import quota on tung oil during the marketing year 
beginning November 1, 1955. 

The President’s action was based on advice from the Department of Agriculture 
indicating that the Commodity Credit Corporation’s tung oil position is improved, its 
holdings having been reduced by about 17 million pounds, and that present domestic 
production, damaged by severe March freezes this year, is such that the United States 
will need to import almost half of its tung oil requirements during the coming marketing 
year. 

In view of these circumstances the Governments of Argentina and Paraguay, 
country’s major foreign suppliers of tung oil, will discontinue their existing limitations 
on exports of tung oil to the United States. These limitations were voluntarily undertaken 
by Argentina and Paraguay during the current marketing vear ending October 31 in an 
effort to assist this country in dealing with a tung oil marketing and supply problem which 
had arisen in the United States. 

DENMARK FURTHER LIBERALIZES DOLLAR IMPORTS

RECENT ARGENTINE EXCHANGE DEVELOPMENTS 


Trade in Argentina’s new free foreign 
exchange market was resumed on Novem- 
ber 3 after the announcement of the re- 
establishment of the free market on Oc- 
tober 27 and the devaluation of the official 
export-import rate to 18 pesos per dollar. 
The former official and free market rates 
have been eliminated. U. S. dollars in 
Buenos Aires were quoted at 29 to 30 pesos 
in the free market. 

The purpose of these new exchange regu- 
lations is undoubtedly to restrict imports 
for which there is a great demand and to 
establish Argentina’s exportable commodi- 
ties at a competitive basis. 

The Ministry of Finance has published 
three eategories of imports. Those products 
which may be imported at the official rate 
include: edible antibiotics (with the 
exception of penicillin), bananas, coffee, 
various types of fruit, blank phonograph 
records, Hammond organs, scrap iron, alu- 
minum and other metals, metal tubing, coal, 
coke, railroad equipment, raw material and 
equipment for manufacture of tires, wood 
and steel rails, heavy chemicals, electronic 
and electric equipment, rayon and nylon 


oils, 


cord, newsprint and other types of paper, 
basic petroleum products, pigments, medici- 
nal and surgical products, agricultural ma- 
chinery and spare parts and spare parts for 
airplanes. 

The second list includes products which 
may be imported at the free market rate 
without an import permit and without pay- 
ment of any special surcharge. These in- 
clude perfume essences, machinery’ for 
phonographs, vegetable dyes, various light 
chemicals, bicycle spares and equipment 
for thermal and hydroelectric generators. 

The third list includes goods on which a 
surcharge of 20 pesos to the dollar on the 
c.if. value must be paid prior to entry. 
These comprise automotive spare parts, 
and accesseries, spare parts for industrial 
machinery, sewing machine parts and mo- 
torecycle repair parts. 

All goods clearing Argentine customs, be- 
ginning October 27, 1955, must pay into a 
special fund the difference between the old 
rate of permits and the 18 pesos rate but 
we are advised that permits are returnable 
without penalty.

4. Recognize the fairness of imported 
prices dictated by economic conditions in 
the United States market. Where compe- 
tition in the U. S. market keeps prices 
at a lower level than they are in less com- 
petitive areas, a sale of imports at the 
freely determined U. S. price is a natural 
and normal response to economic condi- 
tions of the market. This is the type of 
price competition permitted by the Robin- 
son-Patman Act in interstate sales, and 
the same principles of fairness and busi- 
ness reality require that it be permitted 
in international sales. 

5. Prescribe sound tests for determin- 
ing the existence of an industrially de- 
structive injury.

The extent to which these goals can be 
achieved, and this newest threat to our 
import trade can be contained, depends 
on the response of the United States trad- 
ing community.

GREECE Medicines in packages or bottles cannot be accepted for mailing to Greece 
unless they are in the manufacturer's containers bearing his distinctive markings. Pre- 
scriptions prepared by pharmacists are prohibited. Furthermore, medicines for personal 
use will not be delivered until the addressee has obtained a permit from his local health 
authorities. 

UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS—Effective at once, the surface parcel 
post rate for both the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics in Europe and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics in Asia, is 92 cents for the first pound and 25 cents for each 
additional pound. The weight limit for a parcel post package is 22 pounds.

PHILIPPINES—tThe Postal Administration of the Philippines reports the frequent 
receipt of parcels originating in this country containing misdeclared or undeclared 
articles. Because of the frequent and deliberate failure of certain mailers to declare the 
contents of parcels correctly, the Philippine Customs authorities will seize all misde- 
clared or undeclared goods found in parcels in the future. 

Prospective mailers of parcels to the Philippines should make certain that the con- 
tents are declared on the Customs Declarations (Form 2966) completely and accurately. 

NONPOSTAGE STAMPS ON MAILS FOR FOREIGN COUNTRIES—Christmas stamps or 
other adhesive stamps or labels in aid of charitable groups, must not be affixed to the 
address side of articles for foreign countries but may be affixed to the back of such 
articles. Unless the foregoing condition is complied with, articles bearing nonpostage 
stamps will not be dispatched from this country but will be returned to senders if 
known; otherwise they will be sent to the dead letter section.

Venezuelan Imports At Record Levels—Venezuelan imports are continuing at record 
levels, refiecting prolonged prosperity. Ocean-freight imports for the first 5 months of 
1955—latest available statistics—were valued at 1,195 million bolivars, or $358 million, 
a record for that period of the year, and were up by 125 million bolivars from the com 
parable period of 1954 

Anglo-Japanese Pacts Extended—Japan and the United Kingdom have extended the 
Anglo-Japanese payments agreements without amendment for 11 months, from November 
1, 1955, to September 30, 1956. Concomitantly, a revised trade arrangement also was 
included. 

Japan agrees to accord most-favored-nation treatment for import of sterling-area 
goods under the Japanese Government's automatic approval system, which provides for 
issuance of licenses for import of raw materials and other essentials without regard to 
specific quotas by area. 

Lower the rate of import guaranties for sterling imports. 

Increase the share of oil imports from British registered companies. 

Liberalize “switch,” or three-way, trade procedures for the sterling area. 

Increase the allocation for import of Hillman and Austin automobile parts for assem- 
bly of these British cars in Japan 

Permit remittance of past profits of United Kingdom film eompanies now blocked in 
nonresident accounts. 

In return the United Kingdom, on behalf of the sterling area, agrees to: 

Continue nondiscriminatory treatment for Japan’s imports in the United Kingdom. 

Refrain from restricting Japan's switch trade via Aden, Hong Kong, and other 
sterling trade areas. 

Exercise its influence in obtaining nondiscriminatory treatment against Japanese 
goods in British colonies. 

Facilitate Japan's participation in sterling transactions with third countries, such as 
West Germany. 

Approve import into the United Kingdom of canned salmon from Japan to an amount 
of approximately $13,216,000, in addition to $560,000 worth of frozen fish. 

India Trade Bulletin Released—-A publication designed to promote increased trade 
and better economic understanding between India and the United States, called the 
“India Trade Bulletin,” has been released. The first issue, dated October 1955, deals with 
the revival of ancient crafts of India in the cottage industries, products of which are 
on display at the India Trade Center, 19 East 49th Street, New York City.

United States general imports during September were valued at $945.1 million, repre- 
senting a decrease of one percent from the value of $958.9 million in August. September 
imports, however, were 21 percent more than the total of $780.4 million for September 
1954 and 11 percent above the 1954 monthly average of $851.0 million. During the first 
three quarters of 1955, general imports totaled $8,294.4 million, 8 percent more than the 
January-September 1954 total of $7,666.5 million. 

United States exports of domestic and foreign merchandise increased from $1,231.9 
million in August to $1,248.4 million in September, or to a level about 12 percent above 
the September 1954 total of $1,.114.8 million but approximately one percent below the 
1954 monthly average of $1,257.9 million. M.S.P. (military) exports during September 
were valued at $99.1 million, about 23 percent less than the total of $127.9 million for 
the preceding month and about 35 percent and 47 percent below the September 1954 total 
of $152.8 million and the 1954 monthly average of $187.9 million, respectively.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—REMISSION OR REFUND OF 
DUTIES ON VESSEL REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT UNDER SECTION 
466 OF THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930, AS AMENDED 


Since the delegation was made to the collectors of customs by T. D. 51584 (11 F. R. 
14511) of the authority to remit or refund duties on repairs and equipment of vessels, it 
has been the position and intention of the Bureau of Customs and the Treasury Depart- 
ment that the delegation to the collectors has continued in effect, and no subsequent 
orders have been intended to be interpreted as revoking that delegation. 

However, because of uncertainty and confusion that has resulted from the decision 
of the United States Customs Court in International Navigation Company, Inc. vy.

HISTORIC CUSTOMHOUSE GIVEN TO SAG HARBOR GROUP 


The old customhouse, keystone of this community's claim to being New York State's 
first Federal port of entry, has been given to the Old Sag Harbor Committee, Inc., by 
Charles Edison. The neatly restored frame building has been an appealing landmark 
for residents and visitors in eastern Suffolk County for years. In 1948 it was moved 
several blocks from its original site on Union Street. Mr. Edison, former Governor of 
New Jersey, paid the cost of moving. The building was sold to him by St. Andrew's 
Roman Catholic Church, which needed the site for school use. Mr. Edison provided the 
new site. The building has been furnished and maintained as a museum by the Old Sag- 
Harbor Committee. The structure became the customhouse in 1789 when its owner and 
occupant Henry Packer Dering, was appointed collector of customs by President 
Washington.

REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO IMPORTED MANUFACTURED TOBACCO 
CIGARS, AND CIGARETTES, SECTIONS 9.8(a). LI.I, 11.2, 19.16 
Your attention is called to parts 270 and 275 of the Internal Revenue Regulations (26 

CFR Parts 270 and 275) published in the Federal Register on June 25 and July 19, 1955, 

respectively. 

Pending the issuance of revised Customs Regulations on the importation of cigars, 
cigarettes, and manufactured tobaccos, collectors of customs are authorized to accept 
compliance with provisions of Parts 270 and 275 of the Internal Revenue Regulations 
promulgated under the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 where such provisions are in conflict 
with existing provisions on such merchandise of the Customs Regulations predicated 
upon prior internal-revenue laws and regulations thereunder. 

Specifically, limitations on quantities in packages containing cigars, cigarettes, and 
manufactured tobacco as set forth in sections 11.1(d) and 11.2(a), Customs Regulations, 
are no longer effective. Packages containing such imported articles may now be released 
from customs custody when affixed thereto are appropriate internal-revenue stamps of 
such denomination or denominations as will fully taxpay the contents. In addition, the 
requirement mentioned in sections 9.8(a), 11.1(a), (b), and (c), 11.2, and 19.16(f), Customs 
Regulations, that internal-revenue stamps be canceled before release from customs custody 
is eliminated. 

A new provision of the internal-revenue law and regulations allows release from 
customs custedy free of tax and internal-revenue stamp requirements of such merchandise 
if for delivery to a qualified manufacturer of tobacco, cigars, or cigarettes, as the case 
may be (26 CFR 270.166, 275.155). Such release shall be based upon receipt of notice 
of release on Internal Revenue Form 2145 or 2146, as appropriate, duly endorsed by the 
assistant regional commissioner, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax, Internal Revenue Service, 
for the region in which the manufacturer is located.

CAST IRON SOIL PIPE—UNITED KINGDOM
